REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The success of the schools throughout the year have been 
quite satisfactory to the board, and, we believe, to the citi- 
zens as well. 

Although the success of all has not been equally marked, 
no school has merited much criticism. Some complaints have 
been made to the board against this or that teacher, but usual- 
ly they are either unreasonable, or, oftener, are based on 
wrong information. 

What parents are not conscious, at times,of making mis- 
takes in the management of their children, And if parents 
are liable to such errors, though familiar, as no others can be, 
with the dispositions of the children committed to their care, 
how much greater the liability of a teacher to err. 

Our record for punctuality is very good, as we find but a 
few marks of tardiness, and the attendance has been good. 
We cannot look for a perfect attendance; a certain amount 
of absence is necessary and to be expected; but we should 
keep our per cent of absence as small as possible. 

Very little has been done in the way of repairs during 
the year, but whatever has been saved on that account will 
have to be expended the coming year.

At Bow Lake it was deemed advisable to close the school 
at the end of 13 weeks, scarlet fever having made its appear- 
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ance among the scholars. Fortunately it was in a mild form 
and no serious results followed.
